Was Thought to be Chicken Pox 



ChnrleB Ray, well known. Northwestern 
brakeman, agen 21, 'was 'discovered SundAy 
by a physician to be suffer inff from an at- 
tack of fmrnll pox of a light form And wns 
MondAy morning removed to the Wauke- 
gan pest bouse At the city limits, where he 
is receiving attention. 

E. D. Russell hns been reappointed guard 
and will remnin with Ray until he is dis- 
charged. 

When, Acting under Chief of Polico 
Tyrrell's orders, MondAy morning Guard 
Russell opened the pest house it. was* found 
that for the second time miscreants had 
visited it And stolen various small Articles, 
, conspicuous among them a clock. Previous 
to this invasion nnd before the .last batch 
of patients were installed At tho pest 
house, thieves raided the place and stole 
. the bed clothes u?ed by patients. 

There is a queer theory aa to how Ray 
came to gut the small pox. A sister-in-law 
is said to have visited the Rays, who live 
at 126 Hickory street, three weeks ego, And 
she is oaid to have been suffering from 
what was at the time regurded as a light 
attack of chicken pox, 

She came from Waverly, Iowa. It is 
now believed that she had small pox in a 
very light form instead' of chicken pox, And 
it la believed that Ray may have contracted 
his case in this' manner. 

At first Ray's cose was thought to be 
chicken pox. This was ''Thursday, when 
he was taken sick, and .all indications 
pointed to the' safer theory. However, 
later, he developed a well defined but light 
case of small pox and the eruptions are 
now not to be mistaken it is said hence his 
confinement. at the pest house. 

Vaccination nnd quarantine were both 
enforced by tho city officials against nil 
who had been exposed to Ray's case* 

He resides with hia parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. G E. Ray, but others ' had come in 
contact . with him in a manner that would 
endanger them it is said and all were either 
vaccinated or put under a rigid system of 
surveillance until the medical ten days are 
. expired. Thero is no danger of spread of 
the disease. 

Waukegan in the last two years, with 
its ten or twelve cases, has had more small 
pox than in all tho sixty years preceding.

PRISONERS ESCAPE ATTORT 



Soldiers and Mob of Citizens Scour the 
Nearby Woods 

Two military prisoners nnd their guard 
escaped from Fort Sheridan Saturday 
night. 

The prisoners were repairing the roads 
about the post when Private Thomas N. 
Huff and the two prisones, Phillip A. 
Schneider, 29 years old, and Bernard 
Cowan, 28 years old, over whom he had 
been placed as sentry, left the pOBt un- 
noticed. 

' Col., Walter 0. Finley, in command of 
the post, ordered A provost guard, consist- 
ing of Almost the entire garrison, to search 
for the deserters. The fields and the 
prairie in the vicinity of the fort were 
scoured in all directions, but without suc- 
cess. 

Tho soldiers were re-enforced by civilian 
searchers when Col. Finley posted a rewnrd 
of 850 for the capture and return to the 
fort. of each one of the men. 

Private Huff, dressed in full uniform 
and bearing arms, was patroling the 
crroundB of the fort, having been ordered to 
keep watch over Schneider and Cowan, 
who wero in civilians clothes. 

When the 'officer of tuo day ordered roll 
call nt 4 o'clock preparatory to guard 
mount and the relief of sentnea. it was 
discovered that Private Huff was missinc 
with the prisoners. 

It is thought that the men were aided by 
confederates. 



DESERTS BRIDE 
TWO MONTHS 

AFTER MARRIAGE 

George Tyler, arrested in 8outh Dakota 
by Sheriff Roberts, says the* Racine News 
of Monday, on the charge of wife desertion 
and brought back, told a story in the mu- 
nicipal court where he was arraigned and 
although having entered a plea of guilty, 
Attorney Walker, who heard the story, 
asked that it be investigated and this 
would have been ordered by the court had 
the district attorney not advised the court 
and officers that Tyler bad again married 
without having obtained a divorce. 

Tyler doserted his wife, whom he mar- 
ried at Waukegan, Aug. 5, 1907, two 
months after the wedding. 'He went to 
Minneapolis, leaving his wife because of 
trouble with her parents and husband and 
wife could not agreo. Tyler went from 
Minneapolis to Aberdeen, S. D., where he 
found employment. He wrote to his wife 
asking her to come to Aberdeen where he 
would have a homo for her, but Mrs, Ty- 
ler refused to leave Racine and writing to 
Tyler told him not to write her any more. 

While at Aberdeen Tyler met his affinity, 
after the receipt of the letter from his wife, 
and ho wooed and won the lady, but he 
failed to npply for a divorce. Tyler in 
court declared that he did not know thnt 
he was doing wrong by marrying the Da- 
kota woman, but believed that if his wife 
refused to come to him And they had sep- 
arated, he by going into another state 
could wed again. The district attorney, 
who had investigated the case, informed 
the court that Tyler would not have been 
arrested for desertion had bo not been 
guilty of tho crltno of bigamy. (

McHenry county has another mysterious 
death, that of Ernest Militzer, the young 
Algonquin school teacher, whose body was 
taken from three feet of water in Foxrivpr, 
the searchers being guided to the spot by 
the peculiar actions of his little dop, 
which sat persistently on the' bnnk near 
tho spot. There was considerable specu- 
lation as to how a man who was known to 
be a swimmer could bo drowned in three 
feet of water, and then it was noticed that 
his eyes indicated concussion. HIb head 
was examined and it was found that there 
were several bruises and that a blood ves- 
sel had been broken at the rear of tho brain. 
The lungs did not indicate ibat he had 
been drowned. Two theories are held. 
One is that someone pounded him on the 
head and then rolled him into the river, 
the other is that he fell, struck his head 
heavily and rolled into the water. 

Several months ago a game warden 
nnmed Eldredge living at Richmond met 
death in the woods near there and it has 
always been an open question whether be 
was shot by an enemy or whether ho fell 
down a bank and his revolver, which he 
wore strapped to him. discharged into his 
breast by the jar of the fall.

TWO FISHERMEN IN DANGER 



Nets and Buoys Thrown Overboard, Gas- 
oline Tank Wrenched and Boat is 
Paddled to Shelter 



With its gasoline tank twiRted into nil 
shapes and its main supply pipe from* the 
gasoline tank to the engino broken, tho 
small gasoline fishing launch owned by 
Koppleman & Son passed through an ex- 
citing experience at 6:80 Wednesday morn- 
ing, when caught ~dut on the lake by the 
driving northeast blow that canoed even 
the large freight steamers on the lake to 
run for port. 

Koppleman, who with hie son Charles 
had left the port at daybreak, had barely 
commenced to lift the nets three miles off 
the port, when the father attracted the 
boy's attention to a squall that was bear- 
ins: down upon them. 

The lad realized what was before them. 
With one throw the nets and buoys were 
overboard. The fish box went with it, 
en using additional delay and trouble. 
The engine was quickly reversed and the 
run for shelter began. 

With his engine tearing wide open the 
run had barely commenced when tho 
staunch little cralt was struck by the squall 
which wrenched the gasoline tank from 
its fastenings. 

With what little gasoline that remained 
in the feed pipe the engineer sought to 
make the harbor, but the strong wind 
from the northeast that had by this time 
(rained in violence carried the craft south 
of the harbor and behind the south pier. 
Then the gasoline supply ran out. 

Tho father was then compelled to paddle 
the little craft in near the south pier and 
there she was moored nnd drawn upon the 
bench at the earliest opportunity, out of the 
terror of the seas that by this time were 
breaking over tho piers. The storm was 
one of the queerest ever witnessed by local 
Bailors inasmuch as it was upon them in 
full fury before they realized what was be- 
fore I hem. 

Following the narrow escape experienced 
by the fishermen the tug Erie, towing with 
it one of the large Great Lakes dump 
scows loaded with sand and clay, at nine 
o'clock mado an attempt to make its usual 
run out into the lake or the purpose of 
dumping its load. 

With the dump man on the scow- lashed 
to the gears used in dumping, tho run was 
tackled, with all hands watching the man 
on the scow, fearing that any moment one 
of the Inrge broakers might carry him into 
the lake and add another victim to the al- 
ready large lint recorded this winter. 

The tug succeeded finally in gaining the 
mouth of the harbor and after a' half hour's 
run had only gained a half mile or so. 
There the crew wns compelled to issue 
order for the man on the dump scow to 
dump the load. This was done by the man 
on the scow who by thin time realized the 
clangorous moments through which he bad 
passed. 

Parties on shore who watched the crow 
with .marine glasses gave a Bigh of relief 
when they saw the lug again head for port.

When the body was first found foul play 
was suspected, but the inquest failed to 
show evidence of this in any way. 

A year ago Brown is said to have fallen 
head first into a manholo and since then it 
is further reported that he has been weak 
mentally. 

Monday he was seen at a farm house, 
where he stopped, and when asked whero > 
he was going, he stated that he was on his 
way to look at his property, as it might be ; 
tho "last time" ho would ever Bee it. 

This in the minds of some strengthens a 
suicide idea which, however, is scoffed at 
by the majority. He is said to have been 
well to do. 

James Bowden, son of a merchant in the 
suburb, at 5 o'clock saddled his pony and' 
went out in the woods to resume the search. 
Beneath the trees he found the body and, 
notified the authorities. The body was 
taken to an undertakers and an inquest 
held later.

GOOD WAY TO COOK MUTTON. 

Recipe That It 8ent to Us from En* 
llth -Kitchens. 

Take all the fat out of a loin of mut- 
ton; also off tho outside If too fat. Re- 
move the skin. Joint It at every bone. 

Mix a small nutmeg, grated, with a 
littlo popper and salt, bread crumbB 
and minced herbs. Dip the steaks Into 
the yolks of three eggs and sprinkle 
the above mlxturo all over them. 

Place the steaks together as they 
were before they were cut, UBunder 
and put in the oven to bake. Baste 
with butter and the juice which rum 
from the meat; sprinkle more of the 
seasoning over. 

When cooked lay it on a hot platter. 
Have half pint of rich gravy ready be- 
sides that In the diBh and add two 
spoonfuls of catsup, rub down a tea- 
spoonful of flour with It. Let this boll, 
and pour It over the mutton, first skim- 
ming off the fat. The meat should be 
hot while the gravy is being prepared. 




QUITE A NEAT EVASION. 



Rhode Island Clam Chowder. 
Three two-inch cubes fat salt pork, 
ono good sized sliced onion, three- 
fourths cup water, four cups potato 
cubes, one quart clams, one pint boil- 
ing water, one cup stewed and 
strained tomato, one-fourth level tea- 
spoon soda, ono pint hot milk, two 
level tablespoons butter; salt and pep- 
per to taste, crackers. 

Cook the pork, onion and three- 
fourths cup water for 20 minutes, then 
strain and reserve the water. Parboil 
the potatoes for six minutes and drain. 
Add tho potatoes to. the water re- 
served from tho pork and onion, and 
add the liquor drained from the clams, 
also the hard part of tho clams, 
chopped fine, and the bplllng water. 
Cook until the potatoes aro tender and 
add the tomato, soda, remaining clams, 
milk and butter. When very hot add 
the salt and pepper and crackers, 
moistened In cold milk. 

Egg Sauce for Fish. 
Cod la one of ihc cheapest fishes for 
boiling purposes, but served with a 
properly made sauce It becomes a real 
delicacy. Melt one tablespoon of but- 
ter In a saucepan, but do not allow it 
to brown. Add ono ta«espoon of 
flour and stir until smooth, flavor with 
half teaspoon of salt and one-fourth 
teaspoon of white pepper. Have ready 
one cup of hot milk, add this gradual- 
ly, stir until It reaches the consis- 
tency of thick cream, then simmer 
very gently without strlrring for three 
minutes. Add two hard-boiled eggs, 
chopped or diced, and, Just as you re- 
move from fire, one teaspoon of lemon 
Juice and a tablespoon of chopped 
parsley. Do not allow; it to boll after 
you add tho lemon juice, and drain 
your fish absolutely dry before pour- 
ing the sauce over it, otherwise your 
sauce will become watery. 



Remedy for Chapped Hands. 
Anyone who Is troubled at all with 
chapped hands can find relief If, after 
washing their hands beforo , wiping 
them, they will put a little of the fol- 
lowing formula Into palm of hands 
and rub well Into hands and wrists, 
then wipe them thoroughly dry, and 
after one or two uslngs the reward 
will be a soft, white hand. Put part 
of mixture In a toilet bottle on dress- 
ing table, the rest to be kept handy at 
sink to use after doing anything to wot 
the hands for a time. When your 
hands are once well It need not be 
used so often. Got 20 cents' worth 
best bay rum and five cents' worth of 
glycerin at drug store, then buy two 
lemons and mix the strained Juice 
with the other liquids, then use.

Washington, — Suppression of an* 
iarchy as the greatest question before 
the nation was called to the attention 
*>f congress by President Roosevelt In 
■a special message. The executive sub- 
mits what has been done under exist- 
ing statutes, but sayB there Bhould bo 
further legislation. ' 

The anarchist Is declared the enemy 
•of all mankind and no paper, published 
here or abroad, propagating anarch- 
Jam, should be permitted to circulate 
in the mails, the president declares. 

This message, containing only about 
100 words, Is one of the shortest Mr. 
Boosevelt has transmitted to con- 
gress. With the message bo trans- 
mitted a report reviewing the legal 
■phases of the question by Attorney 
General Bonaparte. 

Message of the President. 
The message of the president fol« 
lows: 

To the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives: I herewith submit a 
letter from the department of Justice, 
■which explains Itself. Under this 
<iplnlon, I hold that existing statutes 
give the president the power to pro- 
hibit the postmaster general from 
being used as an Instrument In ' the 
commission of crime; that Is, to pro- 
hibit the use of the malls for the ad- 
vocacy of murder, arson and treason. 
"I shall act upon such construction. 
Unquestionably, however, there- should 
be further legislation by congress in 
•this matter. When compared with 
•the suppression of anarchy, every 
•other question sinks into insignifi- 
cance. The anarchist is the enemy of 
humanity, the enemy of all mankind, 
•and his Is a deeper degree of crim- 
inality than any other. No Immigrant 
fs allowed to come to our shores If he 
is an anarchist; and no paper pub- 
lished, here or abroad should bo per- 
mitted circulation In this country, If 
it propagates anarchistic opinions. 
"THEODORE ROOSEVELT." 
-Senate Passes Liability BUI. 
The employers' liability bill, re- 
'eontly passed by the house, was 
•passed by the senate Thursday wlth- 
•oot amendment, so that It Is ready to 
igo to the president for his approval. 
• The scope of the bill Is limited to 
common carriers by railroad. The 
senate adjourned at 5:50 o'clock until 
.Monday.

No sooner had the strike breakers 
arrived and started for tho car sheds 
than a fight occurred between them 
and the sympathizers of the union 
men and from the corner of Palafox 
and Wright streets, where the first 
battle occurred, there was a continual 
riot In which bricks, bottles and shells 
were hurled at the strike breakers, 
and in turn the latter fired shots 
and used heavy sticks and 
bricks. For over an hour the riot 
continued, the strike breakers gradu- 
ally getting nearer to the car barns, 
but before they reached there 15 had 
been wounded. 

When near tho car barns, so fierce 
was the onslaught on tho body of im- 
ported men, that they separated and 
fled, 30 running into a negro's house, 
while the remainder reached tho car 
barn and barricaded tho doors. The 
30 men In the house barricaded the 
doors and it took the police over an 
hour to disperse the mob and remove 
the men to places of safety. 
, All night thero were great crowds 
on the streets. 

Tho mayor has issued a proclama- 
tion closing all saloons and the board 
of public safety has ordered tho mar- 
shal to swear In a sufficient number 
of deputies to quell tho disturbance.

DETROIT JUrJY IS SCORED. 

Judge Angered by Acquittal of Self- 
Confessed Murderer. 

Detroit, Mich. — "This is one of the 
vilest miscarriages of justice that 
has ever been heard of In this com- 
munity," said Judge Phelan in the 
recorder's court Thursday afternoon, 
when a jury found 18-year-old Percy 
Bowln of Woodville, Ont., not guilty 
of tho brutal murder on January 7 of 
63-year-old Mrs. Cornelia Welch, pro- 
prietress of a disreputable place on 
Congress street east which Bowln 
had frequented. 

Bowln had admitted his guilt and 
made a detailed confession of .how he 
killed the old woman and stole and 
pawned her diamonds. This confes- 
sion, signed by Bowin, was placed in 
evidence. Then Bowln took tho stand 
and repudiated it absolutely, saying 
that Capt. McDonnell induced him to 
make It by talking of the strong case 
against him and promising to help him 
to a pardon later. This the captain 
and other officers denied absolutely. 
The police offered a great deal of evi- 
dence to confirm the statements In 
Bowln's confession. 



OFFERED MONEY FOR MURDER. 



Serious Evidence Agalnst'Thomas Mc- 
Gonnlgle and Mrs. Burnett. 

Richmond, Mo.— In the trial here 
Friday of Thomas McGonnlglo 'and 
Mrs. Jano Burnett, accused of the 
murder of Mrs. Margaret McGonnlglo, 
Thomas Bailey, 21 years old, son of a 
farmer, said that In 1907 Thomas Mc- 
Gonnlgle offered him $150 If he would 
kill Mrs. McGonnlglo. Bailey said ha 
refused to do so, and that McGonnlglo 
then threatened to kill him if he ro- 
vealed what he had said. 

Mrs. Fannie Davis testified that 
Tom McGonnlglo and his slstor, Mrs. 
Burnett, had offered her $50 to kill 
Mrs; McGonnlglo. Thomas, she testi- 
fied, had fixed a bottle of. wine with 
poison in It to give, to Mrs. McGon- 
nlgle,. but witness had destroyed tho 
wine. Then they wanted her to shoot 
Mrs. McGonnlglo, she testified,, and 
leavo the revolver and a hat' at tho 
house to give the Impression that a 
man had killed her. At another time 
they gave her some poisoned cake to 
give to her. Mrs. Jane Burnett, tho 
Witness said, had told her that she 
would kill Mrs. McGonnlglo.

Washington. — Wednesday's Besslon 
of the house will go down as one of 
the stormiest In its history. The sum 
total of the day's proceedings was tho 
adoption of several additional rules to

CONGRESS MAY QUIT MAY 9. 




Representative Watson of Indiana Pre- 
dicta Early Adjournment. 

Washington.— That tho present ses- 
sion of congress will adjourn on or 
about Saturday, May 9, was the pre- 
diction Sunday night of Representative 
James E. Watson of Indiana, Repub- 
lican "whip" of tho house. Mr. Wat- 
Bon bases this prediction upon informa- 
tion ho has gathered as the result of a 
careful survey of the situation in the 
two houses of congress. 

During the past few days Mr. Wat- 
son has conferred with the leadora at 
both ends of tho capltol in regard to 
adjournment, and all of them are anx- 
ious for an early date. He thinks thero 
is ample tlmo between now and May 
9 for the completion of tho legislative 
program. The principal measures in 
the houso which romaln to bo disposed 
of are tho naval appropriation bill, the 
sundry civil appropriation bill, tho dip- 
lomatlc and consular appropriation 
bill, tho military academy bill and the 
Aldrlch currency measure. 

BAD FLOODS IN SOUTHWEST. 



BoBton.— From the embers of Sun- 
day's conflagration In Chelsea there 
arose Monday a -well-organized move- 
ment for aid and .relief of the. 10,000 
homeless, a counting of the cost by' in- 
surance companies, - whose representa- 
tives placed their losseB at three mil- 
lions and a half, and a determination 
by the city authorities to rebuild the 
350 acres swept by the flames whoro 
stood, before the fire, property valued 
at nearly $6,000,000. 

No further deaths were reported, 
and of tho injured persons taken to 
the various hospitals only two wero 
believed to be in a critical condition. 
The three bodies which were taken 
to the raorguo In Boston Sunday night 
remained unidentified.
